The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, David L, Kreeger, 
at 12:35 p.m.

Dr.. Marzio emphasised that the cash flow situation within the 
institution is good at this point. Two items not shown above 
are the $250,000 NEA Challenge Grant which has just been requested 
and $50,000 from the Park Service received after June 30, 1980. 
Dr.Marzio explained that the "Hill" Committee is meeting July 18 
to discuss the Historic Sites Act status of Arena Stage and if 
Arena Stage doe$ not qualify under this Act, the Corcoran could 
possibly receive an additional $100,000. The projection for the 
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end of FY-79-80, assuming the receipt of. all funds would be 
a Museum surplus of $150,000 to $200,000 which could go 
directly into the Endowment. Mr. Folger assured the 
Committee that these funds will remain liquid and available 
for whatever purpose the Board of Trustees deems necessary. 

Budget Proposal FY 80-81 

A. The School of Art Budget was submitted to the Executive 
Committee after approval by the Art School Committee and the 
Investment and Finance Committee. The budget reflects 
conservative income projections based upon realistic student 
registrations. There are small increases in the expenses of 
the school and a 7% increase in faculty salaries. 

The budget includes salaries for a full-time Dean and an 
Assistant Dean although these positions are not expected to 
be filled prior to January 1, 1980. 

Dr. Marzio explained the difficulties of keeping the 1981 
budget in line with the 1980 budget. The BFA Degree program 
while recognized by the National ssociation of Art Schools 
(NASA) is not accredited by the Middle States Association of 
Colleges and Schools (a regional organization), thus it becomes 
difficult to develop funds for the School. In addition, 
operating support is dwindling because it is difficult to 
recruit new students and the open program tuition is not 
competitive with similiar courses offered by other local 
institutions. Dr. Marzio stressed the need to emphasize 
quality and professionalism to bring the level of prestige 
that the Museum has attained to the School. The time is right 
to do an objective analysis of where the School is and what 
needs to be done; the analysis could be performed by an 
outside firm, perhaps NASA. The Executive Committee unanimously 
approved a motion to recommend to the Full Board that the 
proposed FY 80-81 Budget be approved. Mr. Folger cautioned 
that, if there is not an extra fund-raising event with an 
attained goal of $50,000 or if there is a problem with funds 
received from the Park Service, this budget must be reconsidered. 

Museum Budget FY 80-81 

A tentative Budget A and B were presented to the Executive 
Committee after approval by the Investment and Finance 
Committee, which recomended that Budget B be approved and, 
should income exceed the projections, Budget A could be 
reconsidered'at the end of the first quarter. 

Budget B was arrived at when it became clear that the Development 
Office could not guarantee sources for about $150,000. Mr. 
Kreeger inquired why the total was lower this year than last. 

Mrs. Muccio replied that this time last year we knew that 
approximately $160,000 would be coming in from the Finley 
Estate. There are no large grants such as these in the offing 
in 1981. Budget B defers on several new projects for the 
Education Department, printing of a new Corcoran catalogue and 
the hiring for a new position within the Curatorial Department. 
The Salaries and Benefits reflect a 7% increase versus the 
proposed 10% of Budget A. Dr. Marzio noted that only 50% of 
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the Corcoran Gallery of Art Budget goes into Salaries and 
Benefits as compared with 94% of the Smithsonian Budget. 

Ms. Livingston registered that Budget B is not a full budget 
and emphasised the need for an additional position within 
the Curatorial Department. 

The Executive Committee unanimously approved a motion to 
recommend Budget B to the Full Board for approval at their next 
meeting. Presentation of the Budget would be limited to the 
first five pages, with the understanding that full details 
would be given to any Trustee who so requested. 

Acting Dean 

The Executive Committee unanimously approved the appointment 
of Mrs. Sarah Yerkes to serve as Acting Dean of the Corcoran 
School of Art until January 1, 1981 and regretfully accepted 
her resignation as a Trustee. Dr. Marzio stated that the 
Faculty Search Committee had given unanimous approval to Mrs. 
Yerkes' appointment and noted as well the enthusiastic response 
on the part of the Faculty. Dr. Marzio emphasised Mrs. Yerkes' 
immense impact of the School. She has been most active as a 
member of the School Committee and has worked doggedly to create 
the sculpture studio. She has shown exemplary dedication as 
trustee and student. 

Wachtmeister Land Proposal 

Ms. Linda Wachtmeister has offered to"donate a'99 acre parcel 
of land near Keyser, West Virginia to the Corcoran in fee 
simple subject to pre-existing mineral rights, the property 
would be used in furtherance of the artisitic and educational 
programs of the Corcoran School of Art, but approximately 
one-half of the parcel could be sold to finance the activities 
referenced above. While the specific program would be 
dependent of the availability of funding, she has suggested 
that the site could serve as an adjuct to the School's fine 
arts curriculum and as center for crafts, particularly those 
associated with West Virginia such as glass blowing; the site 
could be utilized for the performing arts if appropriate. The 
Executive Committee approved a motion to refer this proposal 
to the Investment and Finance Committee. 

National Direct Student Loan Fund (NDSL) 

In order to improve communication between the billing agent 
and the depository, the Academic Financial Services Association 
has asked to transfer the Corcoran School's NDSL Depository 
account from First National Bank of Chicago to Lloyds Bank 
California. Nicholas Ward, attorney for the Corcoran, has 
reviewed the agreement and notes this transfer requires 
approval by the Executive Committee. The Executive Committee 
approved the resolution and asked that the Investment and 
Finance Committee explore whether there is a more feasible 
billing system within the Washington area. 
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Committee Reports 

Development and Membership Committee 

Since considerable discussion on the development effort; end 
of year projects and the demands of next year's budget on that 
effort had taken place in the course of earlier considerations, 

Mrs. Muccio confined her report to the present status of grants 
and gifts and membership and end-of-the-year projections. As 
of June 30, Grants and Gifts awarded amount to $816,045 compared 
with $764,681 June 30, 1979. Membership figures are $92,935 
cmpared with $90,956. Membership dollars will probably come in 
at last year's level of $105,000 but below the $110,000 goal. 

Total gifts and grants are $1,285,724 compared with $1,279,431 
in 1979. 

Building and Grounds Committee 

Mr. Hull reported that the Auditorium renovation is well underway 
with a completion date of September 26, 1980 anticipated. Mr. Hull 
anticipates a small over-run and requested authority to proceed 
on a budget of $268,000, rather than the estimated $250,000 
figure which is a year old. The motion to spend $268,000 on the 
auditorium renovation project was approved by the Committee. 

Mr. Hull reported that the repair of the south Retaining Wall 
on the 17th Street side of the building is expected to be 
completed within eight to ten days. 

Mr. Hull also advised the Committee that July 25, 1980 is the 
final deadline to respond to the offer received of the Dupont 
Center property in which the buyer offers $900,000 payable 
over 10 years with 6% interest. A motion to defer the sale 
of this property pending research by the Building and Grounds 
Committee of the 7th and D Street property was approved by the 
Committee. 

Acting Dean Yerkes explained that approximately 6,000 sq. ft. 
of space is needed by the School for the Fall semester to house 
the Graphic Department, Foundation and 4th year student studios. 
This crucial space problem was expected to be solved by 
occupying the District of Columbia's Jackson School at the cost 
of $1.00 per year. The District is now asking for additional 
costs which would include $8,000 per year for utilities plus 
the salaries of two District of Columbia maintenance personnel. 

The Space Search Committee located a piece of property at 7th 
and D Streets which would more than accomodate the space 
needs of the School. The Building cind Grounds Committee will 
explore the feasibility of renting this property with an option 
to purchase, and will report back to the Executive Committee. 

Mr. Kinney reported that Dr. Marzio, Adm. Snead and he had 
visited the Baltimore Museum of Art to inspect their climate 
control system since their building is also of the beaux arts 
style with glass roofing. They also plan to contact the firm 
responsible for that installation.. 
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Attendance Report 

Dr. Marzio stated that Museum attendance was at its highest 
since 1918 at 225,000; in 1974 the lowest figure of 84,000 
was recorded. 

The Committee adjourned at 2:45 p,m. to go into Executive Session.

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Dr. Marzio emphasised that the cash flow situation within the 
institution is good at this point. Two items not shown on this 
budget are a cash request for $250,000 Challenge Grant which has 
just been sent in and a $50,000 check from the Park Service which 
was received after June 30, 1980. As a side note Dr. Marzio explained 
that the Committee is meeting July 18 to discuss the Historic Sites 
status of Arena Stage and if it does not qualify under this Act, the 
Corcoran could possibly receive an additional $100,000. The Committee 
agreed it was most important to place the emphasis on obtaining this 
grant next year rather than trying to obtain the extra $100,000 this year. 
The projection for the end of FY 79-80 is a Museum surplus of $200,000 
which would go directly into the Endowment. Mr. Folger assured 
the Committee that these funds will remain extremely liquid should 
they be needed for whatever purpose the Board of Trustees deemed necessary. 


Budget Proposal FY 80-81 

A. Corcoran School of Art Budget was submitted to the Executive Committee 
after approval by the Art School Committee and the Investment and Finance 
Committee. The budget reflects conservative income projections based 
upon realistic student registrations. There are no increases in the 
expenses of the school other than a 7% increase in the faculty salaries. 

The budget does include salaries for a full time Dean and an Assistant 
Dean although these positions are not expected to be filled prior to 
January 1, 1981. 

Dr. Marzio explained the difficulties of keeping this budget in 
line with last year's budget. The BFA Degree offered by the Corcoran 
School of Art is not fully accredited nor recognized by the National 
Association of Art Schools (NASA). , thus it becomes difficult to develop 
funds for the School, In addition, operating support is dwindling 
because it is difficult to recruit new students and the open program tuition| 
is not competitive with similar courses offered by local institutions. 

Dr. Marzio stressed the need to emphasize quality and professionalism 
to bring the level of prestige that the Museum has attained to the School. 
The time is right to do an objective analysis of where the School is and 
what needs to be done by an outside firm, perhaps NASA. 

The Executive Committee unanimously approved a motion to recommend 
to the Full Board that this proposed FY 80—81 Budget be approved, 

Mr* Folger cautioned that if there is not an extra fund raising event 





with an attained goal of $50,000 or if there is a problem with funds 
received from the Park Service, this budget must be reconsidered. 


Museum Budget FY 80-81 

Budget A and Budget B were presented to the Executive Committee after 
approval by the Investment and^commi?tee with the recomendation that 
the conservative Budget B be approved and should income exceed the 
projections. Budget A could be reviewed at the end of the first 
quarter and approved. Budget B holds back on several new projects 
for the Education Department, printing of a new Corcoran catalogue 
and the hiring for a new position within the Curatorial Department. 

The Salaries and Benefits reflect a 7% increase versus the proposed 
10% of Budget A. Dr. Marzio noted that only 50% of the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art Budget goes into Salaries and Benefits as compared with 94% of 
the Smithsonian's Budget. Ms. Livingston registered that Budget B is 
not a full budget and emphasized the need for an additional position 
within the Curatorial Department. 

The Executive Committee unanimously approved a motion to recommend 
Budget B to the Full Board for approval at their next meeting and to 
limit the presentation of the Budget to the first five summary pages. 

Acting School Dean 

The Executive Committee unanimously approved the appointment of 
Mrs. Sara Yerkes to serve as Acting Dean of the Corcoran School of Art 
until January, 1981 and regretfully accepted her resignation as a 
Trustee of the Corcoran Gallery of Art with the hope that she 
will serve on the Board again. Dr, Marzio noted that the Faculty 
Search Committee gave unanious approval to Mrs, Yerkes'appointment & noted 
as well the enthusiastic response on the part of the members of 
the Faculty, 

Wachtmeister Land Proposal 

Ms. Linda Wachtmeister proposes to donate a 99 acre parcel of land 
near Keyser, West Virginial to the Corcoran Gallery of Art in fee 
simple subject to pre-existing mineral rights. The property would be 
used in furtherance of the artistic and educational programs of the 
Corcoran School of Art, a componenet of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, 

At the descretion of the Corcoran, approximately one-half of the parcel 






could be sold to finance the activities referenced above. While the 
specific program would be dependent on the availability of funding, 
it would appear most feasible at this time that the site serve as an 
adjuct to the School's fine arts curriculum and as a center for crafts 
particularly those associated with West Virginia such as glass blowing 
In addition, the site would be utilized for the performing arts if 
appropriate. The Executive Committee approved a motion to refer 
this proposal to the Investment and Finance Committee to obtain the 
value of the land. 

National Direct Student Loan Fund 

In order to improve communication between the billing agent and the 
depository, the Academic Financial Services Association has asked 
to transfer the Corcoran School of Art's billing agreement account 
from First National Bank of Chicago to Lloyds of California. 

Mr. Nicholas Ward, attorney for the Corcoran Gallery of Art has 
reviewed the agreement and notes this transfer does require a 
resolution by the Executive Committee. The Executive Committee voted 
to approve the resolution and to ask that the Investment and Finance 
Committee advise if there is a more feasible billing system within 
the Washington, D.C. area. 

Committee Reports 

Development and Membership Committee 

Mrs. Muccio reported actual funds received for FY 79 as of June 3Q, 19 
were $1,018,463 and from Membership $105,886, 






Buildings and Grounds Committee 

Mr. Hull reported that the Auditorium renovation is well underway 
with a completion date of September 26, 1980 anticipated. Mr. Hull 
anticipates a reasonable over-run and requested authority of the 
Executive Committee to proceed on a budget of $268,000 versus the 
estimated $250,000 figure. The motion to expend $268,000 on the 
auditorium renovation project was approved by the Executive Committee. 

Mr. Hull reported that the Retaining Wall project is expected 
to be completed within eight to ten days. 

Mr. Hull also advised the committee that July 25, 1980 is the final 
deadline to counter the offer received on the Dupont Center p roperty 
sale in which the buyer proposes $900,000 over a period of 10 years 
at six per cent. A motion to defer the sale of this property pending 
research by the Buildings and Grounds Committee on the 7th and D Street 
property was approved by the Executive Committee. 

Acting Dean, Mrs. Yerkes explained that approximately 6,000 sq.feet 
of space is needed by the School for the upcoming semester to house 
the Graphics Department, Foundation and 4th year student studios. 

This crucial space problem was to be solved by occupying the District 
of Columbia's Jackson School at the cost of $1.00 per year. The 
District is now asking $50,000 over a period of 10 years for a custodial 
fee. This makes the move less attractive. The Space Search Committee 
located a piece of property at 7th and D Streets which would more than 
accomodate the space needs of the School. The Buildings and Grounds 
Comramittee will explore the feasibility of renting this property with 
an option to purchase and report tothe Executive Committee their findings 

Mr, Kinney reported that Dr, Marzio and Adm. Snead and himself 
had visited the Baltimore Museum of Art to inspect their climate control 
system since their building is also of the beaux arts style with glass 
roofing. They will be in touch with the firm responsible for this 
installation. 

Attendance: RepO~rt Dr, Marzio noted that Museum attendance was at 
its highest since 1918 at 225,000 and in 1974 was at its lowest of 
84,0.0.0 which was just five years ago. 

The Committee adjourned at 2;45 p,m. to go into Executive Session.
